REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  and  Parents  Residing  in  CJ?iion  School 
District: 

As  another  school  year  is  Hearing  its  close,  a  brief 
report  from  the  school  board  relative  to  the  condition  of 
the  schools  of  the  district  is  in  order. 

At  the  end  of  the  present  term,  the  sessions  of  the 
year  will  have  occupied  thirty-six  weeks.  With  one 
exception,  the  same  corps  of  excellent  teachers  as  last  year 
has  been  employed.  During  the  present  term,  Miss  Parker 
was  compelled  to  seek  rest  and  recreation  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term,  and  the  Board  was  so  fortunate  as  to  secure 
Miss  Grace  B.  Knowlton  from  the  Concord  (N.  H.)  Train- 
ing School  in  her  place.  By  reason  of  the  mild  and  almost 
snowless  winter  the  attendance  in  all  grades  has  been 
above  the  average. 

As  microbes  and  bacilli  seem  to  be  in  a  quiescent 
mood,  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  and  the  health  of  the 
pupils  as  a  whole  has  been  excellent.  Discipline  has  been 
well  maintained  and  educational  progress  made. 

Miss  Bunton  in  the  first  grade,  Misses  Parker  and 
Knowlton  in  the  2nd  and  3rd,  Miss  Ingalls  in  the  4th  and 
5th,  Miss  Jebb  in  the  6th  and  7th,  Miss  Calley  in  the  8th 
9th,  and  as  Principal  Miss  Emery  in  the  High  school  and 
as  supervisor  of  drawing  in  all  grades  have  been  patient, 
painstaking,   assiduous    and  successful  in   their  efforts  to 
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instruct  and  encourage  the  pupils  in  the  training  of  their 
minds  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  and  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  an  excellent  standard  of  thought  and  action. 
Physical  culture  has  been  continued  in  all  grades.  The 
High  school  has  been  approved  by  the  state  superinten- 
dent for  a  two  years'  course,  and  too  much  praise  cannoc 
be  bestowed  upon  the  excellence  of  the  work  carried  on  in 
this  department. 

Although  the  number  of  pupils  therein  is  small,  the 
opportunity  for  study  and  improvement  is  correspondingly 
greater,  and  those  to  whom  it  is  permitted  would  do  well 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity,  rather  than 
hasten  away  to  other  schools  offering  no  greater  advan- 
tages. There  is  also  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some 
misguided  youth  who  are  capable  of  better  things  to  seek 
manual  labor  rather  then  devote  the  time  to  the  course 
afforded  in  the  higher  grades  of  our  school. 

Such  persons  make  a  very  great  mistake  as  the  time 
conscientiously  devoted  to  study  and  discipline  of  the  mind 
for  a  few  years  is  of  such  great  value  as  a  permanent  invest- 
ment, as  not  to  be  compared  with  mere  wages  during  that 
time. 

If  our  good  people  would  visit  the  schools  more 
often,  they  would  encourage  both  teachers  and  pupils, 
and  would  be  the  better  able  to  judge  how  well  the  former 
are  standing  in  loco  pare?itis,  and  probably  to  make  valuable 
suggestions  to  the  Board. 

The  public  schools  are  a  mighty  bulwark  of  our 
Republic  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  loyal  citizens  to  take  a 
deep  interest  in  them  and  give  them  cordial  and  hearty 
support.  Do  not  forget  to  attend  the  annual  school  meet- 
ing. The  school-yard  might  be  very  much  beautified  and 
improved,   if    the  sand  could  be  covered   with    loam    and 
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seeded.  A  few  more  trees  would  also  be  an  improvement. 
This  idea  ought  not  to  be  overlooked  on  Arbor  Day. 
The  present  members  of  the  Board  are  Mr.  F.  N.  Gilman, 
chairman ;  Mr.  Albro  Wells,  secretary  and  treasurer ; 
Mrs.  Lena  C.  Bishop,  Miss  Mary  E.  Tilton,  Mr.  Roswell 
Cutler  and  Ira  A.  Chase.

Report  of  School  Board 


On  account  of  the  amount  of  tuiticns  to  pay,  we  did 
not  have  but  twenty-four  weeks  of  school.  For  our  various 
schools  in  town  we  believe  we  secured  competent  teachers. 
But  we  fear  that  some  of  the  children  did  not  receive  the 
support  at  home  that  should  have  been  given  them  for 
their  good  and  for  the  school  and  town. 

The  idea  of  keeping  a  pupil  at  home  occasionally  a 
day  or  a  part  of  a  day  at  a  time  to  help  do  some  particular 
work  is  something  parents  have  no  right  to  do.  It  is  an 
injustice  to  pupil,  school,  teacher  and  taxpayer.  It  ought 
to  be  stopped,  except  in  unavoidable  circumstances.  Not 
enough  interest  is  taken  by  all  in  regard  to  visiting  the 
different  schools.  A  goodly  number  of  visitors  gives 
teacher  and  pupils  enthusiasm,  dignity  and  pride. 

We  have  done  considerable  of  the  much  needed 
repairs  on  school  houses,  and  suggest  that  more  money  be 
raised  for  further  repairs.

Minot-Sleeper  Library 


The  Minot-Sleeper  library  continues  to  occupy  a  high 
position  in  the  esteem  of  the  public,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  liberal  patronage  it  constantly  receives.  The  Day- 
Jackman  reading-room  continues  to  be  appreciated  and 
well  patronized,  especially  by  the  young  for  whom  it  was 
primarily  intended.  During  the  past  year  2,227  persons 
have  been  readers  at  its  tables.  The  following  magazines 
are  now  found  in  this  department :  Century,  Scribner's, 
Munsey,  National,  Granite  Monthly, Everybody's,  Harper's, 
Leslie's  Cosmopolitan,  Review  of  Reviews,  The  Burr 
Mcintosh,  World's  Work,  Country  Life,  New  England, 
Popular  Science,  McClure's,  Altantic,  North  American 
Review,  Outing,  Outlook,  Success,  St.  Nicholas,  Youth's 
Companion;  the  whole  making  a  long  and  choice  list. 

About  200  volumes  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves 
during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  6778  volumes.  The 
number  of  books  drawn  by  patrons  during  the  year  has 
been  7786. 

It  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  each  year 
that  something  must  be  done  in  the  near  future  to  enlarge 
the  capacity  of  the  library.  All  available  space  has  been 
utilized.  The  less  used  books  have  been  stacked  in  the 
loft  over  the  vestibule  for  want  of  room  elsewhere.  There 
has  recently  been  placed  in  the  main  floor  a  new  stack  that 
will  hold  about  350  volumes,  which  affords  temporary 
relief.  This  appears  to  be  the  last  resort  to  obtain  needed 
shelf  space  in  this  room  and  this  will  soon  be  exhausted. 
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The  first  of  September  Mrs.  Grace  Hammond 
tendered  her  resignation  as  librarian,  being  about  to 
remove  from  town,  and  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Dodge  was  employed 
by  the  executive  committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  this  month  when  Mrs. 
Dodge  was  elected  librarian  for  the  ensuing  year.  Samuel 
M.  Clark  is  janitor. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  following  officers  was 
elected  :  Chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  R.  W.  Mus- 
grove  ;  secretary,  Dr.  Channing  Bishop;  treasurer,  Dr.  G.

Kelley  Park  Commission 


The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  in  making  its  first 
annual  report  would  state  that  the  funds  and  property 
given  by  the  late  Wm.  G.  Kelley  for  a  public,  park  have 
by  order  of  court  been  turned  into  the  town  treasury  as  per 
itemized  statement  of  the  treasurer. 

As  the  grounds  of  the  Kelley  Park  were  rough  and 
uneven,  it  was  thought  wise  to  grade  the  same,  and  remove 
the  old  and  scrubby  trees,  which  was  very  efficiently  done 
under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Fowler  and  Wells. 

A  grandstand  has  also  been  erected  by  the  same 
committee  and  a  bandstand  located  near  by  through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Ladd  and  the  Bristol  Cornet 
Band. 

The  grounds  are  now  in  excellent  condition  for  ath- 
letic sports  and  lying  adjacent  to  the  school-yard  are  par- 
ticularly of  value  as  a  play  ground  for  the  school  children, 
who  no  longer  can  find  excuse  to  use  Central  Square 
and  the  public  streets  for  games  and  sports. 

The  expense  of  the  improvements  has  thus  far  been 
about  seven  hundred  dollars. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Kelley,  $150  per 
year,  not    exceeding    in  all  the  sum  of  $3000,  is  to  be  paid 
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out  of  these  funds  to  his  sister,    Mrs.  G.  W.  S.  S.  Gordon, 
during  her  life.
